Beautiful  autumn  weather  ush¬ 
ered  in  a  jam  packed  Homecoming 
weekend  October  2,  3,  and  4. 

Over  2000  people  attended  the 
Homecoming  football  game  be¬ 
tween  the  conference  leading 
Evansville  Aces  and  the  Saint  Joe 
Pumas. 

Before  the  game  the  Homecom¬ 
ing  queen  was  crowned  and  during 
half  time  the  finest  Saint  Joe  Band 
in  many  a  season  entertained  the 
fans. 

Immediately  following  the  game 
a  reception  and  dinner  for  alumni 
and  seniors  was  held  in  Halleck 
Center.  John  McCann,  President  of 
the  Saint  Joseph’s  College  Alum¬ 
ni  Association,  welcomed  the 
alumni.

Accreditation  of  an  institution 
has  many  lasting  values  for  the 
institution  involved.  One  value  that 
was  pursued  at  Saint  Joseph’s  was 
initiated  twenty  years  ago,  and 
that  value  has  been  pursued  by  the 
administration  without  once  re¬ 
treating.  Twenty  years  ago  Saint 
Joseph’s  administration  determined 
it  would  provide  a  library  that 
would  meet  standards  and  provide 
more  than  adequate  service  to  stu¬ 
dents  and  faculty.  When  the  col¬ 
lege  was  accredited  the  library 
was  found  to  be  more  than  repre¬ 
sentative  in  every  aspect.  It  was 
a  very  good  library  in  North  Cen¬ 
tral  Association’s  estimation. 

There  is  a  tendency  to  relax 
once  a  goal  is  achieved.  But  there 
has  never  been  relaxation  where 
the  library  is  concerned.  Many  bud¬ 
gets  cuts  have  been  necessary  in 
past  years,  yet  the  library  was  al¬ 
ways  given  priority  in  budget  com¬ 
mittees.  If  we  review  the  pattern 
of  growth  during  the  past  twenty 
years  we  find  a  continuous 
strengthening  of  all  resources. 
When  the  college  faced  an  increas¬ 
ing  student  population  and  grow¬ 
ing  faculty,  the  library  was  found 
already  prepared  to  fulfill  the 
greater  demands.  It  was  indeed  a 
very  good  library. 


the  Student  Center  building.  Ap¬ 
proximately  one  third  of  the  total 
membership  of  each  reunion  class 
returned  for  the  Homecoming. 

Following  the  “happy  hour”,  a 
steak  dinner  was  served. 

At  9:30  p.m.,  the  largest  crowd 
ever  to  attend  a  Homecoming  dance 
filled  the  Halleck  Center  ballroom 
to  near  capacity.  Two  awards  were 
presented  at  the  dance,  the  Rudy 
Volz  Memorial  Alumni  Trophy  was 
given  to  Terry  Davisson,  most  val¬ 
uable  player  of  the  Homecoming 
game,  and  the  first  Alumni  Service 
Award  plaque  and  citation  was  pre¬ 
sented  to  Tom  DeMint  for  “out¬ 
standing  service  to  his  alma  ma¬ 
ter.” 

The  weekend  festivities  were 
brought  to  a  close  Sunday  with  the 
celebration  of  Mass  for  the  alumni 
in  the  College  Chapel. 


Several  years  ago,  as  we  were 
growing,  the  administration  was 
bent  on  building  a  great  under¬ 
graduate  liberal  arts  college.  The 
tempo  of  building  resources  was 
stepped  up,  so  that  today  the  li¬ 
brary  is  adding  more  than  10,000 
volumes  a  year,  subscribing  to 
about  1,400  periodicals,  and  pro¬ 
viding  professional  service  dur¬ 
ing  most  of  the  100  hours  it 
is  open  each  week.  A  budget 
of  over  $125,000  is  surely  ade¬ 
quate  to  provide  the  best  kind  of 
library.  Already  there  is  sufficient 
evidence  that  Saint  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege  Library  is  a  great  library. 
In  just  a  few  years  we  are  project¬ 
ing  a  library  image  of  excellence. 
This  is  possible  because  a  founda¬ 
tion  was  there  to  build  upon. 

Are  we  really  great?  In  a  statis¬ 
tical  study  conducted  by  the  col¬ 
lege  librarian  and  published  na¬ 
tionally  last  May  (1964)  our  li¬ 
brary  is  shown  ranked  among  the 
large  college  and  university  librar¬ 
ies.  We  feel  that  a  safe  statement 
is  this:  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
should  be  ranked  among  the  very 
best  —  top  two  or  three  —  Cath¬ 
olic  undergraduate  liberal  arts 
college  libraries.  If  we  don’t  look 
back,  but  continue  at  our  present 
pace,  excellence  will  be  assured  — 
the  very  best!

Our  Man  In 
Africa  Reports 

(Editor’s  Note:  Brother  Joseph 
Weissling,  O.F.M.,  ’51,  is  now  head¬ 
master  of  a  new  upper  primary 
school  for  African  children  located 
in  the  northwestern  part  of  North¬ 
ern  Rhodesia,  six  miles  from  An¬ 
gola  and  twenty  from  the  Congo. 
Here  is  another  periodic  report 
from  Brother  about  his  country.) 

Dear  Jerry, 

Thanks  for  the  generous  spread 
in  the  April  issue  of  Contact. 

The  political  tempo  has  increased 
considerably  since  last  I  wrote. 
Recently  one  of  the  local  ANC 
men  was  shot  through  the  heart 
with  an  arrow  from  the  bow  of  a 
UNIP  supporter  and  that  brought 
about  the  establishment  of  a  per¬ 
manent  police  camp  at  the  Boma. 
It  also  brought  Dr.  Kaunda  out  to 
lecture  both  parties,  and  the  chiefs, 
about  their  responsibilities.  He 
also  had  some  of  the  more  wild¬ 
eyed  of  his  UNIP  supporters  and 
organizers  removed  to  less  hostile 
sections  of  the  country.  But  not 
all  of  the  trouble  is  caused  by 
UNIP.  A  couple  of  months  ago 
Bro.  Louie  and  I  were  down  in 
Chief  Chibwika’s  area  on  a  mod¬ 
est  safari,  and,  as  is  the  custom, 
we  hired  four  of  the  local  natives 
as  hunters  and  carriers.  Having 
had  a  bit  of  luck  I  took  some  pic¬ 
tures  of  them  and  of  the  game  we 
shot,  promising  to  send  them  some 
prints  when  next  one  of  the  Fa¬ 
thers  came  that  way  to  tend  to 
their  spiritual  needs.

the  prints  with  him  but  returned 
with  them  a  few  days  later  with 
the  news  that  the  four  of  them 
were  in  prison.  It  seems  that  they, 
plus  a  number  of  other  villagers, 
being  strong  ANC  supporters  had 
heard  that  a  carful  of  UNIP  men 
would  be  passing  that  way  on  a 
journey  down  to  Kabompo  Boma. 
Not  to  let  such  an  opportunity 
pass  without  showing  where  their 
own  political  sympathies  lay,  they 
built  a  road-block  and  were  just 
putting  the  finishing  touches  on  it 
when  they  heard  the  sound  of  an 
engine  coming  up  the  hill.  Only 
too  late  did  they  notice  that  it  was 
a  police  Landrover  overflowing 
with  the  Law.  Though  they  in¬ 
nocently  attempted  a  hasty  dis- 
manteling  of  the  road-block  it 
didn’t  fool  anyone,  especially  the 
police,  who  rounded  up  as  many 
as  they  could  and  later  transported 
them  back  to  town  in  the  prison 
van. 

Just  after  the  excitement  of  all 
of  that  had  died  down  along  came 
a  full  company  of  the  Northern 
Rhodesian  army  to  occupy  the  dis¬ 
trict.  The  official  reason  was  sim¬ 
ply  yearly  maneuvers  but  the  real 
reason,  apparently,  was  to  guard

the  borders  in  order  to  prevent 
Tshombe’s  army  from  using  Rho¬ 
desia  as  a  shortcut  from  its  base 
in  Angola  to  its  destination  in  Ka¬ 
tanga,  especially  now  that  Tshom- 
be  is  back  in  power.  Months  ago 
the  people  here  (who,  like  Tshom- 
be  are  of  the  Lunda  tribe)  were 
telling  us  that  Tshombe  would  re¬ 
turn  to  power  and  we  didn’t  be¬ 
lieve  them. 

Though  the  government  claims 
that  few  whites  are  leaving  the 
country  and  that,  indeed,  barring 
former  government  employees, 
they  have  little  or  no  reason  to 
leave,  it  is  a  fact  that  some  school 
enrollments  have  dropped  tremend¬ 
ously.  In  one  case  one  Copperbelt 
secondary  school,  which  last  year 
had  an  enrollment  of  over  600  Eu¬ 
ropean  pupils,  expects  to  have  no 
more  than  100  this  coming  year. 
It  is  quite  possible,  of  course,  that 
the  fathers  of  families  are  send¬ 
ing  their  wives  and  children  out  of 
the  country  till  after  independence 
or  until  they  have  some  assurance 
that  they  won’t  be  victims  of  an¬ 
other  ‘Congo’  Incident. 

At  any  rate,  it  is  good  to  see 
the  Africans  taking  a  more  active 
part  in  the  affairs  of  their  coun¬ 
try,  as  it  is  good  to  see  them 
attending  school  with  Europeans 
and  doing  that  work  which  was 
previously  done  only  by  the  Euro¬ 
peans. 

Before  I  forget  it,  Jerry,  I 
would  like  to  mention  that  there 
is  always  ‘open  house’  at  OLC 
mission  for  any  and  all  St.  Joe  men 
who  happen  to  be  in  the  vicinity!

On  October  21  the  basketball 
Pumas  opened  their  practice  ses¬ 
sion  for  the  upcoming  ’64-’65  sea¬ 
son.  It  is  expected  that  the  cagers 
will  have  a  considerably  good 
team,  with  the  six  returning  let- 
termen  and  two  returning  with  a 
year’s  absence. 

Coach  Jim  Holstein  lost  three 
lettermen,  Tom  Sager,  A1  Papai 
and  Bob  Mokros.  Consequently, 
Coach  Holstein’s  biggest  problem 
is  the  lack  of  a  big  man.

Both 
men  now  have  a  year’s  experience 
under  their  belt  that  is  so  neces¬ 
sary  in  college  ball.  Rounding  out 
the  team  will  be  Terry  Davisson, 
star  football  player,  and  senior  re¬ 
serve  guard,  Ken  Dockus. 

The  overall  height  of  the  team 
is  good  with  seven  men  between 
6-3  and  6-4.  As  coach  Holstein 
said,  “The  competition  at  practice 
will  make  the  ball  club.”
